pet, or Houſc-dogge; all the reſt 
are for pleaſure ana recreation; ſo 
likewiſe is the Maſtiffe for Beare 
and Bull : But the Water-ſpaniel], 
Land-ſpaniell, Grey-hound, Fox=- 
hound, Buck-hound, Blood-hound, 
Otrer-hound, Setter, Tumbler, with 
Showgband Dainty, my Ladies deli- 
cate Fiſting hound ; all theſe are for 
pleaſure, by which we may per- 
ceiue that Man is allowed lawfull 
- and honeſt recreation, or <lſe theſe 
Dogges had neuer bin made for 
luch vies. 
Bur many pretty rediculous aſ- 
\ perfionsare caſt vpon Dogges, ſo 
thatic would make a Dogge laugh 
to heare and vnderſtand them : As 
I haue heard a Man ſay, 1am as hot 
as a Doggee, or, ascoldasa Dogge;:
